the very prime of the S:rect; The Alleys, 
where the fmaller Places were full of Nota-

I omit the Shops fhut up, more than e- 
ver were heard of 3 the Number of Banke 
rupts that croud our Gazette’s, and refere 
them to the long Room in the Cuftom- 
Houfe, and the Wharfingers Key by the 
Water Side, where you may Air yourfelf 
moft Compofedly a gteat part of the Day, 
and doubt not, if we ge on, but a fine Raw 
of Trees may- be Planted there, for che 
Merchants Ladies to walk under, inftead of 
Drapers-Gardens..
